Subscribers, Attention! 


In the old days when an engine was 
built it was the custom to test her by 
sending her out on the road. Rudyard 
Kipling once wrote a story describing 
how a great locomotive was tried out. 
This was true at the time. It was 
usual then to take the engine, hitch a 
lot of heavy freight cars to her and 
send her out over the line, on levels 
and tangents, on curves and grades, 
until she showed exactly what was in 
her for those purposes, says Harper’s 
Weekly. 

But nowadays the railroad men 
want to know more, and they want to 
know it before they intrust a scheduled 
passenger or freight train to her 
mercies, so they put the engine on a 
treadmill. The first thing they do 
with her then is to allow her wheels 
to revolve to capacity, for in that the 
maximum speed is figured. Then she 
is coupled to an arrangement with a 
dial attachment for the purpose of 
testing her pulling power. By a back¬ 
ward pull the engineer makes her 
draw the equivalent of everything 
from a baggage car to a mile-long 
freight train. 

Now she is to all intents and pur¬ 
poses racing over the meadows, the 
track clear and the way straight; now 
she is striking the grade on the other 
side of a large town and panting like a 
human being in distress. Stronger 
and stronger grows that backward 
pull until No. 0000 finds herself slow¬ 
ing up. After a time she is required 
to start, or try to start, again with 
every known condition against her, 
every brake, bar, lock and lever set 
wrong. This is to learn her starting 
power—a most important thing in 
railroading. 

All the time the engine was pulling 
and hauling, racing and checking, her 
steam gauges and water gauges had 
been telling little stories of their own, 
and these stories were listened to with 
interest. They were telling about the 
pressure of the steam in the boiler, 
with the amount of water and coal 
used. They were saying whether the 
amount of fuel was producing the 
maximum of steam and whether there 
was a mistake somewhere. They were 
telling as plainly as the words will 
whether the boiler was large enough 
for the grate or the grate too large for 
the boiler. 

By this severe test by the experts of 
the new locomotive on the treadmill 
these skilled men can learn exactly 
what every part of the machine is 
doing, and woe to the part that fails 
in its share. It means another trip to 
the construction department and the 
supplying of new parts. 

Speed and pull and pressure and 


effectiveness of parts do not end the 
tests of No. 0000. Another important 
thing is determined while she is on 
the treadmill, and that is her best load, j 
It is strange, but true, that engines for 
some reason are never exactly alike. | 
They may be of the same type, parts 
made from the same pattern may go 
into them and the same workmen may 
construct them on the same plan, but 
just the same they differ. Old engin¬ 
eers will tell you that, and therefore 
there must be a test for each machine.

Once the test was to hitch on cars to 
an engine “until she laid down and 
cried,” as they said—that is, till she 
could not pull another car over the line 
marked out. Nowadays they never do 
that, but by a scientific arrangement 
of pulleys, levers and wheels strike the 
golden mean between too much weight 
and too little—the exact point where 
the machine can do its best work in 
the shortest time under the most ad¬ 
verse conditions. 

’The principle is the same as in the 
case of a hodcarrier who overloads 
himself for a climb up the ladder and 
is therefore wearied by a single trip, 
while the man who loads light makes 
many trips, with a minimum of effect, 
and therefore accomplishes more. TMie 
modern railroad superintendent wants 
to get the most bricks over his division 
every day. 

The proposition of putting a locomo¬ 
tive on a treadmill and running it at 
full speed just to find out what it can 
do is a little startling. The demands 
made upon locomotives today have 
materially changed the conditions of 
former years. Longer cars, heavier 
trains, higher speed and longer runs 
are all factors which must be dealt 
with. Nothing short of the most 
accurate knowledge obtainable re¬ 
garding every element of design and 
its effect on the operation of the 
machine as a whole meets the needs of 
the man who builds a locomotive. 

There are certain qualities of a lo¬ 
comotive which can only be determined 
by actual trial in service—for instance, 
the starting power. Other qualities 
cannot be well determined when the 
machine is in service, because when 
running at high speed conditions 
cannot be kept uniform for a long run¬ 
ning period of time. If the test were 
started on a level, straight track, a 
curve or a hill would be reached before 
the running conditions had become 
sufficiently established to measure. 
The difficulty of conducting a test at 
high speed can hardly be appreciated. 
Some of the men making the test are 
often required to ride in a small box 
secured to the outside of the engine 
near the cowcatcher, where the noise, 
dust and jar are frightful. 

The testing machine itself is noth¬ 
ing but a huge treadmill. The loco¬ 
motive stands still when being tested, 
while its driving wheels are spinning 
around as fast as if were pulling a 
train at full speed. 

The coupler of the locomotive, 
which under operating conditions 
would Lie attached to the train, is 
secured to a mighty scale, especially 
arranged to weigh the pull exerted in 
drawing a train. It would seem easy 
work for a great locomotive, with its 
drivers resting on large steel wheels, 
to spin them around at almost any 
speed, but it is impossible under these 
conditions to make it do as much 
work as if it were nulling a heavy 
freight train up a hill. It is as easy 
to make the locomotive work in the 
testing plant as it is to make a horse 
or dog work on a treadmill.—St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch.

THE BEST WATER IN SAN FRANCISCO. 

The Bay Shore Water Company is 
installing a new and improved pump 
in its plant at No. 27 Leland Avenue, 
which will have a capacity of 240,000 
gallons in twenty-four hours. The 
water is pumped from wells 140 feet 
deep, and the log of the wells taken at 
the time of drilling shows eighty-four 
feet of hard, tight clay and after pass¬ 
ing through this the present flow of 
water was found. The supply of water 
undoubtedly comes from the melted 
snow of the Sierra Nevada mountains, 
crossing the State under the San Joa¬ 
quin valley and in many instances 
forming lagoons and springs in the 
highest points in the Coast Range 
mountains. 

The bed of clay covering this body 
of water is, in this district, so thick 
and compact as to be impervious to the 
surface water, and the Board of Health, 
which recently made an exhaustive 
examination of the Bay Shore water, 
reported: “You have the best water in 
San Francisco,” and thousands who 
came to the district just after the lire 
of April 18, 1906, had reason to appre¬ 
ciate its purity and softness and abun¬ 
dant supply, as the system was in no 
way disturbed at that time. 

The Mutual Engineering Co. is 
putting in a deep well power pump, 
with 10-incli plunger, 66-inch stroke, 
and a capacity of 250 gallons per min¬ 
ute. The plunger is 110 feet below the 
surface.

GREAT BUILDING ACTIVITY. 

Nearly seventy houses are in process 
of construction in the Bay Shore Dis¬ 
trict, some with the foundation just 
laid and others about completed.

ACTIVITY IN BAY SHORE YARDS. 

The construction department of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company is 
rushing work on the great system of 
yards it is building in the Bay Shore 
District, in the southeast part of San 
Francisco, and which, by the way, 
The Enterprise believes will ulti¬ 
mately extend as far south as South 
City. 

Thousands of tons of rock are being 
dumped for filling, piles are being 
driven and concrete put in for founda¬ 
tions and trainloads of lumber, 
cement, steel girders and other material 
are being hurried into the yards for the 
erection of constructing machine 
shops, car repair shops, offices, round¬ 
houses and other buildings.

UNION IRON WORKS. 

A dispatch from Washington says: 
The purchase by the Government of 
the Union Iron Works, at San Fran¬ 
cisco, to be used as an adjunct of the 
navy yard at Mare Island, is contem¬ 
plated.

Lodz, Aug. 2.—The city today was I 
again the scene of a strike movement I 
accompanied by violence, disorder t 
and death. Troops yesterday en¬ 
countered the strikers in the center t 
of the town and thirty men were < 
killed or wounded in this fight alone. 
Business is at a standstill. 

In spite of the aggreesive stand 
llaken by the authorities the disord¬ 
ers recommenced early today. The 
ntrike is serious. It would appear to 
he the beginning of a big labor war, 1 
and the workmen’s unions are pre¬ 
pared for a long struggle. The im¬ 
mediate cause of the outbreak yester¬ 
day was the course pursuod by the 
police during the past eight days in 
making a large number of arrests 
in attempting to break up the unions. 
The principal Socialist leaders have 
been thrown into jail. The police 
have been so energetic in cheir meas¬ 
ures against the unions that they 
have united the Socialists, the Polish 
Socialists and the Nationalist parties, 
who up to the present time have been 
waging a merciless war, accompanied 
by daily murders and outrages, 
among themselves. 

A general strike has been declared 
and the Socialist Democrats and the 
Polish Socialists have called out 32,- 
000. The Nationalists have been 
forced to join the committee of the 
amalgamated unions. The committee 
has ordered that all business in Lodz 
cease. Stores have been told to 
close and the power house of the 
electric traction system has been 
shut down. The committee is en¬ 
forcing its orders with armed men 
and several shopkeepers who refused 
to shut up have been shot. 

Yesterday hands of laborers were 
sent out in the city to wreck street 
cars. This they did in a number of 
cases and later they used the cars a3 
barricades, from which to stone the 
police. During the calling out of the 
strikers one factory foreman and 
two shopkeepers were killed and two 
laborers were mortally wounded. 

The disorders grew as the day 
wore on. At 3 o’clock in the after¬ 
noon the military force was mobil¬ 
ized, but there was no engagement 
with the workmen until 9 o’clock 
last night. At this time the oppos¬ 
ing forces came together ir. the cen¬ 
ter of the town. The fighting was 
serious and prolonged. The work¬ 
men fired several hundred shots from 
automatic pistols and did not dis¬ 
perse until they had been charged by 
the cavalry. At least thirty men 
were killed or wounded.

Japanese Statesman Says a War With. 

America Would Set Christianity 
Back Fifty Years. 

Seattle, Wash., Aug. 2.—One of 
Japan’s leading statesmen, Baron 
Sajini, a member of the Diet, sounds 
a warning little short of a threat that 
if legislation in any way inimical to 
that country is enacted by this Gov¬ 
ernment that Japan will go to war 
with the United States. He is very 
outspoken. In a letter written to a 
countryman from Washington he- 
says a war between the two nations 
means that Christianity will be set 
back fifty years. He writes: 

"It is useless trying to disguise 
the situation and all the diplomatic 
explanations in the world will not 
suffice to render our people easy 
when their honor is attacked, when 
they feel they have been deprived of 
rights in this country to which the 
high order of our civilization entitles 
them. 

"It Is useless to try to explain to 
my people all persons are not respon¬ 
sible for the actions of politicians 
with perverted minds. They simply 
say, ‘Are not the Americans Christi¬ 
ans, and does not this religion teacn 
forbearance, love and justice?’ Then 
why do the Americans seek to humil¬ 
iate Japan, whose sons are so brave 
and honorable as can be found in 
the world? 

"If Japan must fight, she will fight 
until she is either victorious or has 
exhausted every resource at her com¬ 
mand. Mind, I do not advocate war. 
I am simply warning you of the in-

San Bernardino, Aug. 2.—It is be¬ 
lieved that a long reign of burglary, 
in which thousands of dollars’ worth 
of property has disappeared, is end¬ 
ed in the arrest of H. G. Place and 
his wife and a man named Williams 
or Baker.
